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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicants amendments filed on 07/02/2010. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 contains the trademark/trade name Luer-Lock. Where a trademark or 
trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material 
or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope 
is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of 
goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not 
identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the 
present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe the type of 
connection and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McLean etal. (US 6,510,970) 

Mclean discloses an adaptor (100) consisting of: an elongated body (Fig. 3a) 
having a distal end (119) and a press-fitting proximal end (112) securely mating to a 
handpiece (12) and the distal end securely matingly connected to a tip (30); a through 
bore (132,133) (Fig. 3c) located within the elongated body (Fig. 3c); the through bore 
shown in fluid communication with the conduit of the handpiece and through bore of the 
tip (Fig. 3b); and wherein the adaptor has a male Luer-Lock style connection (Fig. 3b); 
wherein the adaptor is made of plastic (abstract) and wherein the adaptor is capable of 
being autoclaved . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McLean 

etal. 

McLean discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for wherein 
adaptor has a female Luer Lock connection. However, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify McLean 
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by changing the male Luer-Lock connection to a female connection, since it has been 
held that a mere reversal of essential working parts of a device involves only routine 
skill in the art. See In re Einstein, 8 USPQ 167. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. See PTO-892 Form.
